"Sec. 33-15. Eval uati on procedure. A State agency shal

evaluate the construction managers subnmitting letters of

interest and other prequalified construction nanagers, taking

into account qualifications; and the State agency may

consider, but shall not be limted to considering, ability of

pr of essi onal per sonnel , past record and experi ence,

per f or nance dat a on file, wllingness to neet tine

requi renents, location, workl oad of the construction manager,

and any other qualifications-based factors as the State

agency may deternmine in witing are applicable. The State

agency may conduct discussions with and require public

presentati ons by constructi on nanagers deened to be the npbst

qualified regarding their qualifications, approach to the

project, and ability to furnish the required services.

A State agency shall establish a conmttee to select

construction managers to provide construction nmanagenent

servi ces. A selection committee may include at | east one

public nenber nomnated by a statewide association of
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construction managers. The public nenber may not be enpl oyed

or associated with any firmholding a contract with the State

agency nor may the public nmenber's firmbe considered for a

contract with that State agency while he or she is serving as

a public nenber of the committee.

In no case shall a State agency, prior to selecting a

construction manager, seek formal or infornmal subm ssion of

verbal or witten estimates of costs or proposals in terns of

dollars, hours required, percentage of construction cost, or

any other neasure of conpensation.".
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
